THE SOUTH’S VAST FORESTS. 
The richest* resources 
of the 
South are her v ast forests of hard­ 
wood, from which future genera­ 
tions may draw, and which, will 
prov e of incalculable v alue when 
the North has been despoiled of its 
timber. 
Ye$r by y ear the de­ 
struction of the forest goes on and 
but little is done to replace them 
by a y ounger growth, so that the 
lim e is not far distant when the 
fresh fields must be relied upon. 
Already the resources ofthe South­ 
ern country are bemg recognized, 
and this y ear alone one firm has up 
to date receiv ed as many as 200 car 
loads of walnut and other hard 
wood logs by v arious routes from 
Arkansas, Tex as and away down 
in the Indian Territory . 
W e will 
hav e to draw on that country for 
as much more before the close of 
the y ear. 
All indications clearly 
point to that section ofthe country 
south of the line of the Ohio Riv er 
and west of the Mississippi, as the 
com ing base of supply of American 
hard woods.—Minneapolis Lumber­

W ashing ton, D. C.. Aug. 16 — 
During the fall and winter ot 1883 
one William Seely cut and remov ed 
from the preemption claim of Leon 
Lum, in township 33, range 271, 
Minnesota, 222,000 feet of pine 
lumber, hav ing purchased the same 
from Lum at $6.25 per 1,000 on the 
stump. 
Lum sold the timber after 
hav ing made final proof and pay ­ 
ment for the land. 
He disclaims 
all intentions of wrong doing, and 
supposed he had a right to sell the 
timber. 
lie thought he owned the 
land 
Lum’s entry has been can­ 
celed, and he offers to pay the g ov ­ 
ernment in settlement of his liabi­ 
lity $444. 
The sum is the full 
v alue of the timber when it left 
the land, and Assistant Secretary 
Mtildrow authorizes Agent Cham- 
berlian to accept the sura offered 
and thus settle the trespass. 


INDIAN PICNICS. 


A somewhat sensational story of 
Indian depredations has been re­ 
ceiv ed at the gov ernor’s 
office, 
coming from the town ot Pillager, 
near the Leech Lake reserv ation, 
The report, howev er, as y et lacks 
confirmation. 
It was claimed that 
a number of Indians who had been 
firing up on whisky attacked a set­ 
tler liv ing not far from the town of 
Pillager and tried to kill him. 


Deputy Marshal Gos H. Beau­ 
lieu, who has just returned from a 
trip through the eastern part of the 
state, reports some trouble with 
the Indians near Mora, in Kanab**r 
county . 
A party of the Indians 
got druuk last Thursday and went 
to a settlers house, where they 
raised a considerable disturbance 
and 
frieghtened 
the 
inmates. 
Peter Gunderson attacked the In­ 
dians with a club and a sword cane 
and attempted to driv e them away , 
but they chased him into the hoase 
and threatened to do some damage. 
When he succeeded in escaping, 
Gunderson went to the v illage and 
called upon Sheriff Williams for 
assistance. 
The sheriff had a 
scrimmage 
with the party 
and 
shot two of them, one in the ear 
and the other in the arrn. 
Four 
of them were arrested, and, being 
taken before the justice of the 
I>eace at Mora, were Beverly fined 
and then discharged. — Pioneer 
Press.

SOME MEMORABLE RAILWAY DIS- 
. 
ASTERS. 


Only two other railway disasters 
in this country begin to paralled 
that 
near 
Chatsworth—one 
at 
Campbell, Peun., J uly 17, 1856, 
the result o f a collision, and the 
other at Ashtabula, Ohio, Decem­ 
ber 29 , 1876, when a bridge gav e 
way ov er a creek. 
A hundred or 
more liv es were lost on both occa­ 
sions. 
Greater hav oc, 
howev er, 
was wrought near Cuautia, Mex ico, 
J une 24, 1881. when the fall of a 
bridge destroy ed nearly 200 liv es; 
and hear Tchenry (166 miles west 
of Moscow), Russia, J uly 13. 1882, 
where, 
by derailment, 
178 pas­ 
sengers were killed, and the re­ 
maining 39 on the train were all 
injured. 
Indeed, as one comes 
down the scale be still finds most 
of the worst accidents of this class 
occuring abroad. 
By that at St. 
Hilaire, Canada, where the train 
ran of! a bridge, 83 were killed and 
200 wounded, J une 29 , 1864;. 74 
iwrsons “perished when 
the Tav 
bridge, near 
Dundee, Scotland, 
was blown with a raii.v ay tram 
into the riv er, December 28, 1879 ; 
34 deaths ensued and sev enty per­ 
sons were hurt by the breaking of 
a carriage tire on the Great W est­ 
ern, at Shipton, England, Decem­ 
ber 24, 1674; 15 were killed and 100 
injured by the W inchbnrg collision, 
between Edinburgh and Glasgow, 
October 13, 1662; 16 killed and 320 
injured at Kentish Town, Hamp­ 
stead J unction, England, Septem­ 
ber 2, 1861; 23 killed and 176 in­ 
jured two weeks before by the 
Clay ton tunnel collision on the 
London and Brighton road; and 
-200 were hurt by the Ktrhy colli­ 
sion, ou the Liv erpool and Black­ 
pool road, J une 27, 1857.

Neither wheat nor 
cotton nor hay products have kept 
up with the prog ress in population; 
but mortg ag es have been paid off; 
school houses have been built, framed 
houses have taken the place of the 
orieinal log cabin, and as a whole the 
country has increased in wealth in a 
deg ree uneq ualled by any other coun­ 
try in the world, all thing s taken into

H ad th ere been w arning , it w ould have 
taken h alf a m ile to stop th a t o nrushing 
m ass of wood, irpn and hum anity, and the 
train was w ithin one hundred yards of the 
red-tong ued m esseng ers of death before 
they flashed their fatai sig nals into the e n­ 
g ineer’s face. 
B ut he passed over in safety, 
the first eng ine keeping the ra ils 
As it 
w ent over the bridg e fell beneath it, and It 
could only have been the terrific speed of 
the train which saved the lives of the e n­ 
g ineer and his firem an. 
B ut the ne xt e n­ 
g ine w ent dow n, and instantly th e deed of 
death w as do ne 
Car crashed into car; 
coaches titled one on to p of the other, and in 
the tw inkling of Mn eye nearly one hundred 
people found instant death and fifty m ore 
w ere so h urt they could not live. 
As for the 
w ounded, they w ere everyw here. 
Only the 
sleeping coaches escaped, and as the startled 
and half-dressed passeng ers cam e tum bling 
o u t of them they found such a scene of 
death as in rarely w itnessed, and such w ork

Down in the ditch lay the 
second eng ineer, McClintocK, dead, aud fire­ 
m an, A ppleg .'tc, badly injured. On top w ere 
piled the three bag g ag e cars, one on top of 
another, like a child's toy block house a fter 
he had sw ept it w ith his hand. 
Then cam e 
the six day coaches. 
T hey w ere telescoped 
as cars never w ere before, and three of them 
w ere pressed iato ju st space enoug h for one. 
The second car had m ounted off 11s truck» , 
crashed throug h the car ahead of it, and lay 
there resting on the top of the seats, w hile 
every passeng er in the fro nt car was laying 
dead or dying underneath.

W hile this was g o’njj on, brave m en c rep t 
underneath the w recked cars Is-ueatfa the 
tire and tbe wooden bar» w hich held p rison­ 
ers so m anv precious iivea, aud w ith piece» 
of board, am i som etim es tb eir hand» , beat 
l» ack the flam es w hen they flashed up along ­ 
side som e unfo rtu na te w retch w ho, p inned I 
dow n by a heavy beam , looked on helplessly! 
while it seem ed as if his death by lire wa* 
certain; and w*hile tbe fig ht was thus g oing 
on, the cars of the w orkers w ere filled w ith 
the g roans of dying m en. the ang uished e n­ 
treaties of those whose death seem ed certain 
unless trie terrib le blaze could be e xtin­ 
g uished, and tb e cries of those too badly 
h urt to care in w hat m anner the end w ere 
broug ht about, so only it w ould be q uick. So 
they dug u p the *aith w ith th eir hauds, reck ­ 
less of the blood si ream ing o ut from broken 
fing er liaiis, and Leaped it uf*on little m ounds, 
while ail the w pue cam e the h eartrending 
cry.

Over in a lum ber yard the 
noise of ham m ers and saw s rang o ut in the 
air and in it busy carp e nte rs w ere m aking 
roug h coffins to carry to th« ir hom es the 
dead bodies of th e excursionists who, tw elve 
h ours previou*, bad left th eir hom es full of 
pleasurable exttectations of the enjoym ent 
they w ere g oing to have during the vacation 
which had beg un. 
W hen the new s of the 
disaster was first Hashed over the w ires, 
pro m p t aid was a t once s e nt 
I>r. Steele, 
chief surg eon of the Toledo, Peoria A W est­ 
ern road, had com e on at once in a sj» ecial 
train, and w ith him w ere tw o o th er surg eons 
and their assistants. 
From Peoria al» o cam e

Eigh t y ears before Columbus disco« 
ered America an old P ortuguoe sail­ 
or nam ed I>iego Cam went crussina

south h ank h e set up a big wnite 
stone and carved an inscription upon j ered fowls were kept in a 
it celebrating h is discovery .

th e migh ty Congo, and for m any y ears 
th e fam ous Pedra P adrao stood on 
tbe sh ore bearing silent witness to th e 
old sailor’s ach ievem ent. Years later, 
wh en all ey es were turned to th e new 
world, th e Congo was alm ost forgot 
ten, and wh en it nex t attra c te d notice 
th e Pedra P a dra o h ad disappeared. 
Th e spot wh ere it stood h ss for cent­ 
uries l» een known as P adrao Point. 
Th ree or four m onth s ago Baron von 
Sch werin, th e Swedish tra\eler, h eard 
from some natives of a large fetich 
stone h idden in th e tall jungle gras« 
a t some distance from th e beach . 
Ii 
was only after long palavers with th e 
ch iefs th a t h e obtained permission to 
visit th e revered object. 
He found, 
to h is deligh t, th e veritable Pedra P a­ 
drao, its well-known inscription only 
partially effaced. Tins fam ous m onu­ 
ment of a great discovery will doub t­ 
less be treasured h ereafter as one of th e 
m ost interesting relics cf th e early 
navigators.

th ese augurs possessed a j>ower not

j “ boss.” Th ey indicated w h at nonnna- 
i tious looked auspicious, and th ere 
j was no “Mugwumpery ” in th eir. 
B*- 
! sides drawing from th e h eaven« th eir 
I candidates lor offic** and declarations 
j of peace and 
war, 
th ese 
augurs, 
th rough th eir secret h ooks, interpret- 
: ed omens Ex Avibus, from birds; a l­ 
so, Ex Tripudiis, from th e feeding of 
| ch ickens in war times. 
Cicero, on 
“D ivination,” tells us th a t “ th e sa­ 
vage, under 
th e care of a puliarius” (wh ich means 
“ wire-puller” ]; 
wh en th e 
atispi:es 
were to be taken, th e puliariusottened 
th e cage and th rew to th e ch ickens a 
kind of pulse. 
If th ev refused to come 
out or eat, or uttered a cry , or beat 
th eir wings, or fiew away , it-w a s a | 
sign th e arm y would be repulsed. “ On 
th e contrary , if th ey ate greedily , so 
th a t someth ing fell from th eir m outh 
to th e ground and struck th e earth , it 
wan called tripudium solistim um , ’ or 
a good omen. Th ough h ow any th ing 
could fall from th eir m outh and not 
strike th e earth is more th an I can 
see, unless th ey were fed on th e top of 
th e temple. 
Auguries were received also from 
quadrupeds, as wh en a wolf, a dog, a 
h orse or oth er four-footed beast ran 
accross a person’s path or appeared 
in an unusual place. And m any of 
th ese old superstitions are kept alive 
to th is day , as m ay be instanced by a 
book publish ed in New York, 1882, 
on omens. 
It say s: 
“ All th e auspicia wh ich first h appen- 
eth in th e beginning of any business 
ough t to be taken notice of, as if, in 
th e beginning of any work y ou do find 
th a t ra ts h ave been gnawing y our 
cloth es, th en desist irom y our under­ 
taking. 
If, a t going out of y our h ouse, 
y ou h appen to stum ble on th e th res 
h old, or if in th e way y ou h appen to 
dash y our foot against any th ing, th en 
forbear y our journey ;

Peter Gunderson attacked the In ­ 
dians with a club and a sword cane 
and attempted to drive them away, 
but they chased him into the house 
and threatened to do some damage. 
When he succeeded in escaping, 
Gunderson went to the village and 
called upon Sheriff Williams for 
assistance. 
The sheriff had a 
scrimmage with the party 
and 
shot two of them, one in the ear 
and the other in the arm.

of them were arrested, and, being 
taken before the justice of the 
peace at Mora, were Beverly fined 
and then discharged.

Only two other railway disasters 
in this country begin to paralled 
that 
near 
Chats worth—one 
at 
Campbell, Penn., July 17, 1856, 
the re.sult of a collision, and the 
other at Ashtabula, Ohio, Decem­ 
ber 29, 1876, when a bridge gave 
way over a creek. 
A hundred or 
more lives were lost on both occa­ 
sions. 
Greater havoc, however, 
was wrought near Cuantia, Mexico, 
June 24, 1881. when the fall of a 
bridge destroyed nearly 200 lives; 
and hear Tchenry (166 miles west 
of Moscow), Russia, July 13, 1882, 
where, 
by derailment, 178 pas­ 
sengers were killed, and the re­ 
maining 39 on the train were all 
injured. 
Indeed, as one comes 
down the scale he still finds most 
of the worst accidents of this class 
occuring abroad. 
By that at St. 
Hilaire, Canada, where the train 
ran off a bridge, 83 were killed and 
200 wounded, June 29, 1864;. 74 
]>ersons ‘perished when the Tay 
bridge, near 
Dundee, Scotland, 
was blown with a railway train 
into the river, December 28, 1879; 
34 deaths ensued and seventy per­ 
sons were hurt by the breaking of 
ft carriage tire on the Great W est­ 
ern, at Shipton, England, Decem­ 
ber 24, 1874; 15 were killed and 100 
injured by the Winchburgcollision, 
between Edinburgh and Glasgow, 
October 13, 1862; 16 killed and 320 
injured at Kentish Town, Ham p­ 
stead Junction, England, Septem­ 
ber 2, 1861; 23 killed and 176 in ­ 
jured two weeks before by the 
Clayton tunnel collision on the 
London mid Brighton road; and 
200 were hurt by the Kirby colli­ 
sion, on the Liverpool and Black­ 
pool road, June 27, 1857.

near the Leech Lake reservation, 
The report, however, as yet lacks 
confirmation. 
It was claimed that 
a number of Indians who had been 
firing up on whisky attacked a set­ 
tler living not far from the town of 
Pillager and tried to kill him. 


Deputy Marshal Gus II. Beau­ 
lieu, who has just returned from a 
trip through die eastern part of the 
state, reports some trouble with 
the Indians near Mora, in Kanaber 
county. 
A party of the Indians 
got drunk last Thursday and went 
to a settler’s house, where they 
raised a considerable disturbance 
and 
frieghtened 
the 
inmates. 
Peter Gunderson attacked the In ­ 
dians with a club and a sword cane 
and attempted to drive them away, 
but they chased him into the house 
and threatened to do some damage. 
When he succeeded in escaping, 
Gunderson went to the village and 
called upon Sheriff Williams for 
assistance. 
The sheriff had a 
scrimmage with the party 
and 
shot two of them, one in the ear 
and the other in the arm. 
Four 
of them were arrested, and, being 
taken before the justice of the 
peace at Mora, were Beverly fined 
and then discharged. — Pioneer 
Press.

SOME MEMORABLE RAILW AY DIS- 
. 
ASTERS. 
Only two other railway disasters 
in this country begin to p&ralled 
that 
near 
Chatsworth—one 
at 
Campbell, Penn., July 17, 1856, 
the result of a collision, and the 
other at Ashtabula, Ohio, Decem­ 
ber 29, 1876, when a bridge gave 
way over a creek. 
A hundred or 
more lives were lost on both occa­ 
sions. 
Greater havoc, however, 
was wrought near Cuantia, Mexico, 
June 24, 1881. when the fall of a 
bridge destroyed nearly 200 lives; 
and hear Tchenry (166 miles west 
of Moscow), Russia, July 13, 1882, 
where, by derailment, 178 pas­ 
sengers were killed, and the re­ 
maining 39 on the train were all 
injured. 
Indeed, as one comes 
down the scale be still finds most 
of the worst accidents of this class 
occuring abroad. 
By that at St. 
Hilaire, Canada, where the train 
ran off a bridge, 83 were killed and 
200 wounded, June 29, 1864;. 74 
persons ‘perished when the Tay 
bridge, near 
Dundee, Scotland, 
was blown with a railway train 
into the river, December 28, 1879; 
34 deaths ensued and seventy per­ 
sons were hurt by the breaking of 
a carriage tire on the Great W est­ 
ern, at Shipton, England, Decem­ 
ber 24, 1874; lo were killed and IOO 
injured by the Winchburg collision, 
between Edinburgh and Glasgow, 
October 13, 1862; 16 kilted and 320 
injured at Kentish Town, Hamp­ 
stead Junction, England, Septem­ 
ber 2, 1861; 23 killed and 176 in­ 
jured two weeks before by the 
Clayton tunnel collision on the 
London anil Brighton road; and 
200 were hurt by the Kirby colli­ 
sion, on the Liverpool and Black­ 
pool road, June 27, 1857.

treaties of those whose death seem ed certain 
unless the terrible blaze could be ex tin ­ 
guished, and the cries of those too badly 
h u rt to care in w hat m anner tho end were 
brought about, so only it would lie quick. Ho 
they dug un the fa ith w ith their hands, reck­ 
less of the blood stream ing out from broken 
finger nails, amt heaped it upon little m ounds, 
while all the while camp the heartrending 
cry, “For God’s sake don’t let us burn to 
death.”

Chatsworth, the next station 
east of here. is six miles off and the run 
there was made in Retro minutes, so the ter­ 
rible momentum of tho** fifteen coaches 
aud two heavy engines shooting through 
Bpace at the rate of a mile a minute can be 
understood. 
No stop was made at Chats­ 
worth, and on and on the heavy train with 
its living freight sped through the darkness 
of the night 
Three miles east of Chats­ 
worth there is a little slough and where the 
Railroad track crosses a run about ten feet

Tile full tale of the dead cannot, 
however, tie told yet for days. 
C hatsw orth 
was turned into a m orgue to-day. The tow n 
hall, tile engine house, the depot were all 
full of dead bodies, while every house in the 
little village had its quota of the wounded. 
There were over IOO corpses Jyiug in the 
extem porized dead houses, and every man 
or woman was turned into an arnatuer but 
zealous nurse. 
Over in a lum ber yard the 
noise of ham m ers and saws rang out in the 
air and in it busy cariienters were m aking 
rough collins to carry to their homes the 
dead bodies of the excursionists who, tw elve 
hours previous, bad left their homes full of 
pleasurable exjiectations of the enjoym ent 
they were going to have daring the vacation 
which had begun. 
When the news of the 
disaster was first flashed over the wires, 
prom pt aid was a t once se n t 
Dr. Steele, 
chief surgeon of the Toledo, Peoria A West­ 
ern road, had come on at once in a special 
train, and with him were tw o other surgeons 
and their assistants. 
From Peoria also cam e 
Doctors Martin. Baker, Flagloere and John 
son, 
and 
from 
every city whence the 
unfortunate excursionists had come from 
their physicians and friends hurried on to 
help them. 
From Peoria had also cam e del­ 
egations of the Kedmen and the A ncient 
Order of United Workmen, a num ber of both 
societies being on the ill-fated train, and so 
after 8 o’clock in the morning there were 
plenty of people to do the work that needed 
such prom pt attention. 
In the tow n hall 
was the main hospital, and in it anxious rel­ 
atives and soriow .ng friends sat and, tan ­ 
ning gently the putterers’ faces, queried the 
attending surgeons as they bound up the 
wounds, and insiste I th at there m ust be 
hope. 
Down in 
TMF, DEAD HOUSES, 
fathers, husbands, brothers, sisters, wives 
and children tearfully inspected each face as 
it was uncovered, nod stetted as the features 
were unknown, or cried out in*anguisb when 
the we I r mem bered face, som etim es tear­ 
fully in a ng. ed but yet recognizable, was u n ­ 
covered. 
The entire capacity of the little 
village was taxed, and kind-hearted women 
drove in from miles to give their gentle m in­ 
istrations to the sufferers. 
No sooner had 
the wreck occurred than a scene of robbery 
began. 
A band of 
m iscreants, heartless 
and w ith only crim inal instincts was on 
band, and like the guerrillas who throng a 
battle field the night after a conflict and 
filch from the dead the money which they 
received for their m eager pay, stealing even 
the bronze medals, and robbing from the 
children of the heroes, and other worthless 
emblems of their fath er’s bravery, so last 
night did the hum an h y ^ias plunder the 


out, stripped them of their watches and jew­ 
elry and searched their pockets for money. 
When the dead bodies were laid out 
la 
the corn fields these hyenas turned them oyer 
in their search for valuables, and that the 
plunder was done by an organized gang was 
proven by the fact that this morning out in 
the cornfield sixteen purses, all empty, were 
found in one heap. 
It was ghastly plunder­ 
ing, and had the plunderers been caught 
this afternoon they would surely have been 
lynched. 
There was one incident of the 
cident which stood out more horrible to 
all of these horrible scenes. 
In tho second 
coach were a man, his wife and little child. 
His name could not be learned to day, but 
it is said ho got on at Peoria 
When the ac­ 
cident occurred the eutire family of three 
was caught and held dgwn by broken wood­ 
work. 
Finally when relief carne the man 
turned to the friendly aid aid feebly said: 
“Take out my wife first; I’m afraid the child

was brought to Chatsw orth by one of the 
passengers about m idnight, aud the inhale 
tau ts aroused, buggies, lum ber wagons, and 
every kind of vehicles were used to reach

As fast an the corpses were 
taken from the wreck they w ere laid o u t on 
tho side of tho track. 
Before daylight

The district is bounded by Madison on the 
north, Bloomington on tim south. Lake 
Michigan on the east, and the Mississippi 
river on the west. It is within the limits of 
ffiese boundaries that the vegetation has 
oat its normal color and the eart h its 
moisture. 
In southern Wisconsin there 
ire thousands of acres where corn will not 
field a peck to the acre. 
Wells have run 
fey, and in some towns water families are 
imminent. 
Typhoid* is becoming more 
prevalent and dvsentary and other stom ­ 
ach disturbances are so common in some 
places as to be alm ost epid stoic. 
Un less 
rain falls before many days 
the suffering 
will be greatly augmented. 
Hundreds 
of 
tows are being killed and shipped to market 
for a mere pittance. 
Added to all tho mis­ 
eries attending the heat and drouth is the 
in s ta n t fear of fires. 
The tall grass*,f the 
prairie is dead, the fields are ready to burst 
into flame, and leaves lie in heaps in t he 
torest. 
In some towns the 
people are 
often called on three or four times a day 
to fight the flames. 
Destructive fires have 
been raging for many dfty* a t Kenosha, 
Racine and Walworth counties, in W iscon­ 
sin. 
Thousands of acres have been swept 
by the flames, and the lo** to farmers iii 
hay, grain, fencing and buildings is very 
treat. 
A b o v e Madison the logs 
arc burn­ 
ing fiercely, and the pungent smoke hangs 
over th# country for rn ibm around. 
The 
Northern Illinois tires are so numerous 
that the farmers have plowed the ground 
about their buildings In order to check the 
tpreading of th: flames.

He came out of his cell smoking a cigar, 
arui kept it in Lie mouth to the last. He 
posed as for a photi>graph. 
He was *©ut- 
-d in a chair upon a blanket, and sat uj 
firm airfi straight, 
Marshal Dyer gave thf 
word: 
‘Heady, fire,” ' 
The crack of 
rifles rang out us one, the body falling f«• r 
war! and the chair falling over backward, 
his still limbs resting on the rug as when 
he sat upright. 
Two bullets pierced the

I. 0 . Baker, president of the Illinois So­ 
ciety of Engineers and professor of civil 
engineering in th© University of Illinois, 
has returned from a careful exam ination 
of the engineering problems of the Chats­ 
worth disaster aud an exam ination of the 
condition of other bridges and culverts 
and protection from fire given those cul­ 
verts by road officials a n i hands. 
He 
says; 
J he incendiary theory has no foundation 
wfiatever. He wusunable,personally,tofind 
liny citizens of Chatsworth who had seen 
such characters loitering about, as report­ 
ed by that theory. 
Tile flames of the burn­ 
ing culvert wore plainly seen from Chats­ 
worth at intervals for several hours before 
the accident. 
From the lay of the land 
they must ba ve risen five or six feet above 
the track to have been seen so fur. 
It is 
plain that an attem pt bud been made to pro 
feet tho bridges of the road 
from lire, 
but. 
a 
personal 
inspection 
of 
other 
culverts 
iii 
that 
vicinity 
•how s that it was not done so as to afford 
complete protection. 
Personal inspection 
along Die .inc of the road for sixteen miles 
shows that grass and weed© were not all 
burned off, but many patches were left un­ 
burned and in the im m ediate vicinity it 
wa* more carelessly d o m , 
The culvert it­ 
self was of the usual type and abundantly 
strong to carry the train but for the lire 
widen hat! destroyed the lower timbers. 
ll* thinks it probable that the fire left by 
the se*-ti on men late in the afternoon who 
where, by their own testim ony, burning 
tho grass only forty rods away, was driv­ 
en down to the culvert ufter they jeft by 
chango of wind. 
Otherwise it is'possible 
that sparks from the special tIijiu of the 
sup* rintendent of bridge*, the lis t train 
lief ore the fateful excursion, kindled in the 
grass ti* ar the culvert and burned slowly 
for a long time and finally fired the cul­ 
vert.

TUE STORY IN IM TAIL.

Fork#!*. Iii.. Aug. 11.—All the railway hor­ 
rors in the history of this country were sur­ 
passed three-in 11 es east of Chatsworth last 
night, when an excursion train on the To­ 
ledo, 
Peoria 
A 
Western 
road 
dropped 
through a burning bridge and over one hu n­ 
dred people were killed, aud four tim es that 
number more or less b ully injured. 
The 
train was compo sell of six sleeping cars. six 
day coaches and chair cars and three bag­ 
gage cars. 
It was carrying DBO passengers, 
all excursionists, and was bound for Nia­ 
gara Falla 
The train bad been made up all 
along the line of the Toied >, Peoria A West­ 
ern road, and the excurri •n.>ts hailed from 
various points in Centra! I liaois, the bulk of 
them, however, com ing from Peoria. 
Borne 
of the passengers came I rom Canton, from 
El Taso. Washington aud. in fact, all sta­ 
tions along the line from as far w est as Bur­ 
lington and Keokuk, Iowa. 
A special and 
cheap rate had been made for the ex ­ 
cursion, and all sorts 
of people 
took 
advantage 
of 
it. 
When 
the 
train 
drew* out of Peoria 
at 
8 
o’clock last 
evening, it was 
loaded 
to 
its 
utmost 
capacity. 
Every berth in the six sleepers 
was taken, and the day cars carried sixty 
people esch. 
The train wa* so heavy that 
two engines were b tele d to it, and w'hen it 
passed this p.ace it wa* an hour and a half 
behind time. 
Chatsworth, the next station 
east of here. is six aries of! and the run 
there was made in seven minutes, so the ter­ 
rible momentum ol iho+e. fifteen coaches 
aud tw o heavy engines shooting through 
space at the rate of a nnie a m inute can he 
understood. 
No stop was made at Chats­ 
worth. and on ami on the heavy train with 
its living freight sped through the darkness 
of the n igh t 
Three m iles east of Chats­ 
worth there is a little slough and where the 
Railroad track crosses a run about ten feet 


deep and fifteen feet wide. 
Over this was 
stretched an ordinary wooden trestle bridge, 
and as the excursion train cam e thundering 
down on it what was the horror of the en ­ 
gineer on the front engine when he saw that 
this bridge was afire! 
Right up before his 
eyes leaped the bright flames, aud the next 
instant he was am ong them. 
There was 
NO CHANCE TO STOP. 
Had there been warning, it would have 
tnken half a m ile to stop that onrushing 
mass of wood, iron and hum anity, and the 
train w'aa within one hundred yards of the 
red-tongued 
m essengers of death before 
they flashed their fatal signals into the en ­ 
gineer’s face. 
But he passed over In safety, 
the first engine keeping the rails 
As It 
went over the bridge fell beneath it, and it 
could only have been the terrific speed of 
the train which saved the lives of the en­ 
gineer and his fireman. 
But the n ext en ­ 
gine w ent down, aud instantly the deed of 
death was dona 
Car crashed into car; 
coaches piled one on top of the other, and in 
the tw inkling of an eye nearly one Hundred 
people found instant death and fifty more 
were so hurt they could not live. 
As for the 
wounded, they were everywhere. 
Only the 
sleeping coaches escaped, and as the startled 
and half-dressed passengers cam e tum bling 
out of them they found such a scene of 
death as is rarely witnessed, aud such work 
to do that it seemed as if human bands were 
utterly incapable. 
It lacked but five m in­ 
utes of m idnight 
Down in the ditch lay the 
second engineer, McClintock, dead, end fire­ 
man, Applegate, badly injured. On top were 
piled the three baggage cars, one on top of 
another, like a child's toy block house after 
he had sw ept it with his hand. 
Then cam e 
the six day coaches 
They were telescoped 
as cars never were Indore, and three of them 
were pressed into just space enough for one. 
The second car had mounted off its trucks, 
crashed through the car ahead of it, and lay 
there resting on the top of the seats, w hile 
every passenger in tho front car was laying 
dead or dying underneath. 
Out of that car 
but four people 
CAME OPT AUTE 
On top of the second car lay the third, and 
although the latter did not cover its bearer 
as com pletely as tile one beneath, its bottom 
was smeared with the blood of its victims. 
The other cars were not so badly crushed, 
but they were broken and tw isted In every 
conceivable wav, aud every crushed tim ber 
and beam represented a crushed human 
flam e and a broken tame. 
Instantly the air 
was filled with the cries of the wounded , 
and the shrieks of thoje about to die.

groans of men, the scream s of

and alleve all could Is* heard the agonizing I 
cries of little children, as in some instances I 
they lay pinned alongside their parents. -

The bridge was still burning and the j 
wrecked cars w'ere laving on and around 
the fiercely burning tinners. 
Everywhere 
in the wreck were wounded aud unhurt 
men, women 
and children, whose

Death in a most terrible form was certain if 
the tw isted wood of the broken cars caught 
fire. 
A nd to fight the fire there was not a 
drop of water, and only som e fifty able­ 
bodied men who had still presence of mind 
end ne rve enougn to do their duty. 
The 
only light was the light of the burning 
budge. 
For four hours they fought like 
fic-nds, and for four hours the victory huug 
in int- balance. 
Earth was the only weapon 
with w hich toe tire could be lought, ariel to 
the attem pt was made to smother it out. 
There was no pick or shovel to dig it up; no 
baskets or barrows to carry it in. and so, 
denigrate, they dug their fingers down into 
the earth, which a long drouth had baked 
almost as hard as stone, and heaped the 
precious handsful thus hardly won upon the 
encroaching flames, and with this earthwork, 
built handful by handful 
KFPT BACK T H E FOR 
While this was po1 ag on, brave men crept 
und n i-sth lh*: wrecked cars ta ueath the 
fire and the wooden bars w hich held prison­ 
ers so Hisnv pi clou* itvea, and with pieces 
of is»ard, and som etim es their hands, beat 
back the flames when they flashed up along­ 
side some unfortunate wretch who, pinned 
down by a heavy beam, looked on helplessly 
while it seem ed as if bis death by fire was 
certain; and while the fight was thus going 
on, the ears of the workers were filled with 
the groans of dying men. the anguished en ­ 
treaties of those whose death seem ed certain 
uniess tee terrible blaze could be ex tin ­ 
guished, and the cries of those too badly 
hurt to care in what manner the end were 
brought about, so only it would lie quick. Ho 
they dug up the • aith with their hands, reck­ 
less of the blood si reaming out from broken 
fingernails, and heaped it upon little mounds, 
w hiie ail tile w nile cam e the heartrending 
c r y ,‘‘For God’* sake don’t let us burn to 
death.” But fiualiy victory was won, the fire 
was put out after four hours of endeavor, 
and as its last spark died away a light came

The district is bounded by M adison on the 
north, Bloom ington on the south. Lake 
Michigan on the east, and the M ississippi 
river on the west. It is within the lim its of 
Ihese boundaries th a t the vegetation has 
o st its normal color and the earth its 
noisture. 
In southern W isconsin there 
are thousands of acres where corn will not 
field a peck to the acre. 
Wells have run 
ley, and in som e tow ns water (anim es are 
imminent. 
Typhoid* is becoming more 
prevalent ami dysentary and other sto m ­ 
ach disturbances are so com m on in som e 
places as to lie alm ost epidamic, 
Un tass 
rain falls before many days 
the suffering 
will lie greatly augmented. 
Hundreds 
of 
rows are being killed and shipped to m arket 
lor a mere pittance. 
Added to all the m is­ 
price attending tho heat aud drouth is tho 
^ instant fear of fires. 
The tall grass ut the 
prairie is dead, the fields are ready to burst 
into flame, anil leaves lie in heap* in t he 
forest. 
In som e tow ns the 
people are 
often called on three or four tim es a day 
to fight the flames. 
D estructive fires have 
been raging for many days a t K enosha, 
Racine and W alworth counties, in W iscon­ 
sin. 
Thousands of acres have been sw ept 
by the flames, pod the loss to farmers in 
liny, grain, fencing and buildings is very 
zreat. 
A b o v e Madison the logs 
are burn­ 
ing fiercely, and the pungent sm oke hangs 
over the country for miles around.

Over in a lumber yard the 
noise of hammers and saws rang out in the 
air and in it busy carjnmter# were m aking 
lough coffins to carry to their hom es the 
dead bodies of the excursionists who, tw elve 
hours previous, bad left their homes full of 
pleasurable exi*ectation# of the enjoym ent 
they were going to have during the vacation 
w hich had begun. 
When the new a of the 
disaster was first flashed over the wires, 
prompt aid was at once sen t 
Dr. Bteele, 
chief surgeon of the Toledo, Peoria A West­ 
ern road, had com e on at once in a special 
train, and w ith hun were tw o other surgeons 
and their assistants. 
From Peoria also cam e

worth disaster ami an exam in ation of the 
condition of other bridges ami culverts 
and protection from fire given those cul­ 
verts by road officials an i hands. 
He 
s a y s :.. 
Hie incendiary theory has no foundation 
whatever. He waHunable,personally,tofind 
any citizens of Chatsworth who had seen 
such characters loitering about, as report­ 
ed by th a t theory. 
The flames of the burn­ 
ing culvert were plainly se*m from Chats­ 
worth a t intervals for several hours iujfore 
the accident. 
From the lay of the land 
they m ust have risen five or six feet above 
the track to have been seen so far. 
It is 
plain that an attem p t had been made to pro 
feet tho bridges 
of the 
road 
from fire, 
hut 
a 
personal 
inspection 
of 
other 
culverts 
in 
that 
vicinity 
show s that it wus not done so as to afford 
com plete protection. 
Personal inspection 
along the due of the road for sixteen miles 
show s th a t grass and weeds were n o t all 
burned off. but m any patches were left un­

was more carelessly done. 
The culvert it­ 
self wa# of the usual tyj>e ami ubbndantly 
strong to carry the train but for the fire 
widen had destroyed the lower tim bers. 
II** thinks it probable th a t the fire left by 
the section men late ta the afternoon who 
where, by their own testim ony, burning 
the grass only forty rods away, was driv 
en dow n to the culvert after they ^eft by 
change of wind, 
otherw ise it is;possible 
th at sparks from the specJal tlefiiu of the 
superintendent ol bridges, the lis t train 
before the fateful excursion, kindled in the 
grass m ar the culvert ami burned slow ly 
for a long time and finally fired the cul­ 
vert.

F ro m th e New Y ork Sun. 
Eight years before Columbus disco\ 
ered America an old Portuguese sail­ 
or named Diego Cam went cruising 
down the coast of West Africa until 
he came to a great river, on whose 
south bank he set up a big white 
stone and carved an inscription upon 
it celt brating his discovery. 
It was 
the mighty Congo, and for many years j 
the famous Pedra Padrao stood on I 
the shore bearing silent witness to the 
old sailor’s achievement. Years later, 
when all eyes were turned to the new 
world, the Congo was alm ost forgot 
ten, and w hen it next attracted notice 
the Pedra. P adrao had disappeared. 
The spot where it stood has for cent­ 
uries been known as P adrao Point. 
Three or four m onths ago Baron von 
Schwerin, the Swedish traveler, heard 
from some natives of a large fetich 
stone hidden in the tall jungle grass 
at some distance from the beach.

through their secret books, interpret- i 
j ed omens Ex Avibus, from birds; al- j 
I so, Ex Tripudiis, from the feeding ot j 
chickens in war times. 
Cicero, on J 
j “Divination,” tells us th a t “the sa- j 
! cred fowls were kept in a cage, under j 
the care of a pullarius” (which means 
“ wire-puller” ); 
when the 
atispbes 
were to be taken, the pullarius opened | 
the cage and threw to the chickens a j 
kind of pulse. If they refused to come 
out or eat, or uttered a cry, or beat j 
their wings, or ticw away, it-w a s a 
sign the army would be repulsed. “On 
the contrary, it they ate greedily, so 
th a t something fell from their mouth 
to the ground and struck the earth, it 
was called tripudium solistimum, ’ or 
a good omen. Though how anything 
could fall from their m outh and not 
strike the earth is more than I can 
see, unless they were fed on the top of 
the temple. 
Auguries were received also from 
quadrupeds, as when a wolf, a dog, a 
horse or other four-footed beast ran 
accross a person’s path or appeared 
in an unusual place. And many of 
these old superstitions are kept alive 
to this day, as may be instanced by a 
book published in New York, 1882, 
on omens. 
It says: 
“All the auspicia which first happen- 
eth in the beginning of any business 
ought to be taken notice of, as if, in 
the beginning of any work you do find 
th at rats have been gnawing your 
clothes, then desist trom your under­ 
taking. If, at going out of your house, 
you happen to stumble on the thres 
hold, or if in the way you happen to 
dash your foot against anything, then 
forbear your journey; 
if 
any 
ill 
omen ever happens a t the beginning 
of your business, then put it off for a 
while, lest you be completely disap­ 
pointed therein. If you meet a hare, 
a mule, or a hog, it is an ill omen.” 
(Ah, how often do we meet mules and 
hogs from the start!) Observe furth­ 
er: “To meet horses in a carriage is 
good.” I suppose the compiler of the 
book means th a t the horses are sit­ 
ting in the carriage, driving, while the 
man occupies a tem porary position 
in the harness. “ But if you meet an 
ass, expect trouble; while to meet 
sheep and goats is very good, and in­ 
dicates prosi>erity in your affairs.” 
I 
gave this crumb of comfort the other 
day to a friend living in the upper p art 
of New York. He answered m the fol­ 
lowing verse: 
“ W ith g o a ts a ll a ro u n d m e a n d under my 
nose, 
I alw ay s will p ro sp e r w herever I goes.’’ 
However, let us return to Rome. 
The fifth form of augury under the 
learning of these officers was Ex Dir is, 
th a t is trom miscellaneous signs, and 
this is where they always get the best 
of the uninitiated.

rigat hand or left. The screech-owl is 
always unfortunate, for about the 
17th of October, 1807, Grantham 
Church was the repository for a num­ 
ber of owls every evening for about 
one month, when it followed th at, be 
fore th a t time the next year, th at 
same church was actually robbed of 
all its plate and money, to a large 
am ount, by a gang of villiang, in the 
dead of night, to the great loss and 
detrim ent of the whole parish. If you 
meet sparrows it is unfortunate, ex­ 
cept for love.”

The ring, road-*, 
clover leaf, anchor, snake, lily, letter, j 
clouds, star, coffin, dog, cross, sun, j 
moon, mountain, tree, child, woman, 
pedestiian, rider, mouse, flower, heart, 
garden, birds, fish, any large beast, 
bush, worms, house and the scythe. 
Let me turn to dreams. 
After much delving in old books

ing glass.” According to thtse rules' 
the m ajority of us are not in condi­ 
tion.

In the height of old Roman prosper­ 
ity and civilization omens monopo­ 
lized superstitious attention. Dear 
j old Webster in his interesting book, 
which you have at home, is somew hat 
j dogmatic in his postscript to the de- 
j finition of omens. He says: 
“Superstition an I ignorance multi­ 
ply omens, except such as may ta 
I called causes of the events.” 
The celebrated astrologer, Fluke 
McGilder, could tell when it was going 
to rain because he saw the drops com­ 
ing. For a man with a bulldog after 
, him to have twenty feet to run to the 
j nearest fence, is an omen th at he will 
I soon require a new pair of trouser*. 
Dr. McCosh once said th a t “ 8 t. Haul 
differed with him on a certain point,” 
so now Noah Webster differs with me. 
He don’t believe in any omens except 
I such as the dove bringing the green­ 
back to Noah being a sign of dryness 
near by. But the great Samuel John- 
| son, learned man th at he was, if he 


1 unconsciously stepped out left foot 
I first on a journey, lie would turn back 
and begin over again, he had a fear­ 
ing belie! in omens and dreams. We 
i are accustomed to extol Greek cult­ 
ure, philosophy and Spartan virtue, 
t nor has it ever been excelled every in 
• Brooklyn. They were full of prognos- 
| tication—ominous. 
In Rome, limier Xuma. about 170 
I B. CX, they imported Etruscan stu­ 
dents of occultism to come and teach 
j “augury” to a chosen few* of the edu­ 
cated and cultured aristocracy; and 
I these augurs possessed 
j second to 
an 
American 
political 
j “boss.” They indicated what nomina­ 
tions looked auspicious, and there 
! was no “Mugwumpery” in their. 
Be- 
; sides draw ing from the heavens their 
I candidates for office and declarations 
of peace and 
war, 
these 
augurs, 
through their secret books, interpret­ 
ed omens Ex Avital*, from birds; al­ 
so, Ex Tripudiis, from the feed:ng of 
chickens in war times. 
Cicero, on 
“Divination,” tells us th at “the sa­ 
cred fowls were kept in a CAge, under 
the care of a pullarius” (which means 
“ wirepuller” ); 
when the 
auspices 
were to ta taken, the pullariusotiened 
the cage and threw to the chickens a 
kind of pulse. If they refused to come 
out or eat, or uttered a cry, or taat 
their wings, or flew away, it-w as a 
sign the army would be repulsed. “On 
the contrary, if they ate greedily, so 
th at something fell from their mouth 
to the ground and struck the earth, it 
was called tripudium solistimum,” or 
a good omen. Though how anything 
could tall from their mouth and not 
strike the earth is more than I can 
see, unless they were fed on the top of 
the temple. 
Auguries were received also from 
quadru[teds, as when a wolf, a dog, a 
horse or other four-footed beast ran 
Recross a person’s path or appearer! 
in an unusual place. And many of 
these old superstitions are kept alive 
to this day, as may be instanced by a 
book published in New York, 1882, 
on omens. It says: 
“All the auspicia which first happen­ 
ed h in the beginning of any business 
ought to be taken notice of, as if, in 
the beginning of any work you do find 
th at rats have been gnawing your 
clothes, then desist from your under­ 
taking. If, at going out of your house, 
you happen to stumble on the thres 
hold, or if in the way you happen to 
dash your foot against anything, then 
forbear your journey; 
if 
any 
ill 
omen ever happens a t the beginning 
of your business, then put it off for a 
while, lest you be completely disap­ 
pointed therein. If you meet a hare, 
a mule, or a hog, it is an ill omen.” 
(Ah, how often do we meet mules and 
hogs from the start!) Observe furth­ 
er: “To meet horses in a carriage is 
good.” I suppose the compiler of the 
book means th a t the horses are sit­ 
ting in the carriage, driving, while the 
man occupies a tem porary position 
in the harness. “ But if you meet an 
ass, expect trouble; while to meet 
sheep and goats is very good, and in­ 
dicates pro8 [>erity in your affairs.” I 
gave this crumb of comfort the other 
day to a friend living in the upper part 
of New Y’ork. He answered in the fol­ 
lowing verse: 
“With goat* all around me and under my 
nose, 
I always will prosper wherever I goes.” 
However, let us return to Rome. 
The fifth form of augury under the 
learning of these officers was ExDiris, 
that isrrom miscellaneous signs, and 
this is where they always get the best 
of the uninitiated. I can no better il­ 
lustrate some of the miscellanies than 
by their counterpart in modern super­ 
stitions: 
“If a crow, raven or jack daw do 
croak over any person, it doth show 


The origin of this omen is in the 
108th Psalm, “Over Edom will I cast 
out my shoe.” 
Take another omen. A depression 
of spirits, contrary to a usual buoy- 
juicy and liveliness, indicates a change 
for the better, a n i a buoyancy con­

les. 
Let me call your 
attention 
to a passage from VV alter Scott’s 
“Anne of Geierstein.” The Earl of Ox­ 
ford, father of the hero, speaks: “Son 
Arthur, perhaps you will hold your 
father credulous; but my nurse, Slar- 
tha Nixon, was a Northern woman, 
and full of Hiqierstitions. In particu­ 
lar, she was wont tQ say th at any 
sudden and causeless change of a 
man’s nature, as from license to so­ 
briety, from temperance to indulgence, 
from avarice to extravagance, from 
prodigality to the love of money, or 
the like, 
indicates 
an 
immediate 
change of his fortunes; that somecreat 
alteration of circumstances, either 
good or evil (and for evil most likely, 
since we live in an evil world), is im­ 
pending over hun whose deposition 
is so much altered. This obi woman’s 
fancy has recurred so strongly to my 
my mind th at I am determined to see 
with mine own eyes, ere to-morrow’s 
dawn th at all our guards and patrols 
around the camp .are alert.” 
You remember what happened ere 
the dawn. The army to which the

belonged was, 
through treachery, cut to pieces. His 
omen wa* right. 
In omens I may say that the left side 
is generally unlucky. 
Right ear tingling, hear good news. 
Right knee itching, changes through 
journey, and for the tatter. 
When the house dog howls mourn­ 
fully, death. 
Lastly, a letter In the candle. 
I wish I ha$ time and serious mood 
to recount to you some of the hun 
dreda of omens and signs which I took 
pains to learn in out of the way places 
rn Ireland and Scotland,most of them 
traceable to the Roman era. 
I neglected to say that among the 
Romans augury in inspecting the in­ 
ternal viscera of victims, including 
the liver, was a great 
thing. 
Its only correspondent now is 
by health officers of the 
market livers. If one of 
ta diseased it is a 
Cohen or Isaac Ros­

After the augury era in Greece and 
Home they had to have a new sensa­ 
tion in the shape of Mazian and Chal­ 
dean astrologers, who have left noth­ 
ing much for the outside public to 
practice with. 
There are thirty-one omens of good 
and evil in teacups. The ring, roads, 
clover leaf, anchor, snake, lily, letter, 
clouds, star, coffin, dog. cross, sun, 
moon, mountain, tree, child, woman, 
pedestrian, rider, mouse, flower, heart, 
garden, birds, fish, any large beast, 
bush, worms, house and the scythe. 
Let me turn to dreams. 
After much delving in old books 
and manuscript, and with the aid of 
modern publications, I will unfold 
some of the mysteries of interpreta­ 
tions, based on a comparison and 
I combination of identical 
fortunes 
I from obi O rrville, Peitz, Herr Spur.ge, 
j in Germany, and modern seers. 
A curious book has the following, 
j evidently a translation: 
“ He who

! keep a pure, undisturbed and imagina-

When therefore, we are 
I sound in body, not disturbed in mind, 
j our intellect not made dull by heavy 
meats add strong diink. not sad 
through poverty, not incited by any j 
vice, nor stirred up by w rath or anger, 
not being irreligiously and profanely 
inclined, not given to levity, nor lost 
in drunkenne-s, fall asleep, then our 
pure and divine soul being free from 
.ajl the evils above recited, and sepa- 
a power not j 
from all hurtful thoughts—and 
now freed, by dreaming— w endowed 
with this divine spirit as an instru­ 
ment, and doth receive those beams I 
and representations which are darted j 
down as it were, and slime forth from j 
the divine mind into itself, in a deify­ 
ing glass.” According to these rules j 
the m ajority of us are not in condi­ 
tion. 
A comparison of Sir William Hamil- j 
ton and Leibnitz on the disputed 
point, whether or not the mind ever 
sleeps, leads one to the belief that our 
minds during sleep are ever going ac­ 
tively on, working out problems and 
solving situations, and that relative j 
importance of things thought of in the 
past is sometimes reversed. 
If a per­ 
son in waking will note down full par­ 
ticulars of his dream, I think he will 
ta able most generally to trace its ori­ 
gin; so th at many divination will 
lose their mystery. You must know i 
th at if a person gets asleep a second 
time after a dream he generally re­ 
members little and vaguely. The ac­ 
tivity oi the mind in sleep and influ­ 
ence on dreams were well aho wain ex- j 
periments by a German some twenty 
years ago, Zell, I think, by name, j 
The professor took pains to have 
dyspepsia. Whether by Welsh-rab- j 
bit, o r salad of the lobster, fruitful in i 
dreams, I know not. When he was 
sleeping and snoring his assistant ap­ 
proached and slowly tinkled a little 
hell. He dreamed the full details of 
the funeral and burial of a dear friend.
